A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 


Boutwell: not just a street 


WILMINGTON - Among the 
older names in Wilmington is 
that of Boutwell. There is a 
street named for the family, 
and a school bears the same 
name. For two centuries, the 
Boutwell house stood on what is 
now Boutwell Street. It was a 
tiny house with a gambrel roof 
on one end and a peaked roof 
on the other. The stairway to 
the second floor was outside 
the house. 

Jonathan Boutwell was born 
into one of Reading's oldest 
families in 1709. He married 
Elizabeth Foster in 1733 and 
settled in Wilmington. 

“One member of that family 
was George S. Boutwell, Jr, 
who had a distinguished career 
ifpolitics, He was not born in 
that tiny house, but his father

Boutwell served as governor 
of Massachusetts from 1851 to 
1853. In 1855, he was appointed 
as secretary to the State Board 
of Education 

When the Republican Party 
was organized in the late 1850s, 
Boutwell changed parties. 

In 1861, he attended a peace 
conference in Washington,

used to be. Seasonally, there 
used to be odors during the fer- 
tilizing on the fields in 
Wilmington, typically a week 
or two in the spring and fall,” 
explained Erickson. “But now 
in the last two years it's a pre- 
vailing odor several times 
greater than the previous odors 
and its constant. Depending on 
the wind direction, it's not 
always in the same place, but 
its pretty much always the 
same odor.” 

Just the first three days of 


this week the website 
TewksburyOdor.org received 
seven complaints about the 
horrible smell Wilmington, 
including entries from people 
who smelled it at the North 
Intermediate School 

Erickson calls the situation 
unique, not only because this 
farm does not compare to any 
other farms in Wilmington, but 
also because it is the only pig- 
gery that affects Wilmington 
residents at all. . Additionally, 
because the piggery operations

This meet- 
ing was made possible at the 
request of the Selectmen and 
by the receipt of a State Grant 
of consultant time from 
Northern Middlesex Council of 
Governments (NMCOG) for the 
Planning Board to investigate 
economic development options 
for the Town of Tewksbury. 

After looking into several 
alternatives, the Selectmen and 
Planning Board decided to pur- 
sue the course of an Economic 
Development Committee with 
the following members: Board 
of Selectmen (2), Planning 
Board (2), Finance Committee, 
Local Housing Partnership, 
local financial community, 
‘local real estate, *Town 
Manager. (* Appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen)

will be for a 2 year period; the 
scope of work includes: 

* Review and provide a long 
term recommendation for the 
type of future Economic 
Development organization 

* Develop a Charter for the 
Committee, including a Mission 
Statement and goals, utilizing 
the Master Plan as a guide 

* Review and recommend uti- 
lization of State programs

* Develop local marketing 
plan 

* Outreach to local business

The first matter of attention 
for the newly formed EDC was 
to address the opportunity for 
Tewksbury to designate the 
land on the west side of 1-93 as 
a Priority Development Site 
under MGL Chapter 43D. The 
committee members had many 
questions about the process 
and expectations in moving for- 
ward with this endeavor. It was 
decided to have a conversation 
with April Anderson 
Lamoureux, State Permit 
Ombudsman, head of the 
Massachusetts Permit 
Regulatory Office and Chair of 
the Interagency Permitting 
Board, 

A presentation and overview 
of MGL Chapter 43D, Priority 
Development Site, was made to 
the committee by Ms. 
Lamoureux in March 2008, 

As a result of much discus- 
sion, the Economic 
Development Committee voted 
to submit a Town Meeting arti- 
cle to designate an area of the 
Highway Corridor Overlay 
District located on the west 
side of I-93, as a Priority 
Development Site (PDS) under 
MGL Chapter 43D. The Town 
will potentially avail itself of up 
to $150,000 for the development 
of design guidelines, infrastruc- 
ture analysis, legal agree- 
ments, and permitting require- 
ments. 

Tewksbury will continue to 
work with Andover, Wilmington 
and various _ stakeholders 
through the efforts of the Tri- 
‘Town Task Force where there is 
a proposed interchange off of I- 
93, known as the Lowell 
Junction. The application for 
the Grant will be submitted for 
the September 2008 round of 
applications. 

In June 2008, the committee 
discussed the success at May 
‘Town Meeting of their Priority 
Development Site (PDS) under 
MGL Chapter 43D article. 
Andover and Wilmington were 
also successful with their 
respective articles. This will be 
a Priority Development Site 
application in which all three

communities will be submitting 
for a state grant of $150,000 
each, for a total $450,000, to be 
used for upfront planning and 
design to advance the Tri-Town 
Unified Development Vision. 

The committee members real- 
ize the benefit of the progress 
made in the I-93, Lowell 
Junction area, but noted that 
there are many other areas of 
potential economic growth in 
the Town and these should be 
addressed as soon as possible. 

The Economic Development 
Incentive Program (EDIP) was 
one alternative of interest to 
the group. Tewksbury's partici- 
pation in the EDIP would offer 
new or expanding businesses 
various potential financial 
incentives and would place us 
on equal marketability with 
other area EDIP communities, 
such as, Lowell and Billerica. 
An extensive overview of the 
Economic Development 
Incentive Program (EDIP) was 
made by Peter Milano, Senior 
Regional Director of the 
Massachusetts Office of 
Business Development in April 
2008. Committee members 
inquired about the possibilities 
of our town establishing 
Economic Target Areas (ETA). 
This is an option that the com- 
mittee is currently exploring. 

At the suggestion of Jay 
Donovan, the committee wel- 
comed guest speaker, John 
DiNapoli, Director of Business 
Services, Massachusetts 
Alliance for Economic 
Development (MAED) at its 
meeting in July 2008. MAED is 
a nonprofit organization, which 
is part of the State's Economic 
Resource Team. MAED 
receives leads from companies 
seeking locations, MAED main- 
tains an Internet Website, with 
listings of available properties. 

The committee members rec- 
ognized the importance of 
forming partnerships with 
groups, such as MAED, who 
promote Massachusetts as a 
profitable and viable place to 
locate businesses. 

Mr. DiNapoli noted that due 
to Tewksbury's location, recent 
infrastructure improvements 
and access to two Interstate 
Highways, our town is well suit- 
ed for potential companies. 

Looking toward the future, the 
Tewksbury EDC is planning to 
widen its scope of outreach. 
Preparations are being made to 
place the Economic 
Development Committee's 
information on the town's web- 
site as a resource for promot- 
ing our town. (Maybe this will 
be done before we do the press 
release.) Activities such as; 
communication with the town's 
business property owners, and 
a breakfast meeting of the 
Committee with business own- 
ers of the town and State eco- 
nomic development leaders, 
are potential options the 
Committee is exploring to build 
on existing relationships and 
attract sustainable new growth 
to our town.

Water is not inexhaustible 


Dear editor, 

As a Tewksbury resident, I 
lived through the perchlorate 
crisis. We were unable to drink 
water for months due to conta- 
mination by a Billerica manu- 
facturer. Now, Montgomery 
Energia Power Partners, as 
part of its plan to construct a 
power plant at 2 Tanner Street, 
Lowell, is seeking an Industrial 
Wastewater Discharge Permit 
allowing it to discharge over 
50,000 gallons of treated waste- 
water per day into the 
Merrimack River. Given that 
Lawrence and Methuen are 
cownstream from the treat- 
ment facility, they deserve to be 
fully apprised of the potential 
threats. 

In a Certificate of the 
Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs dated January 22, 2007, 
regarding the City of Lowell's 
Long-Term Control Plan, Ian 
Bowles, Secretary of Energy 
and Environmental Affairs, 
stated that discharges from the 
City of Lowell continue to cause 
violations of water quality stan- 
dards even in the absence of 
other pollutant sources and dis- 
charges. The City of Lowell 
currently discharges a total of 
352 million gallons per year of 
untreated combined sewer 


overflow to the Merrimack 
River. While the Lowell 
Regional Water Utility present- 
ly is able to remove approxi- 
mately 85% of the contami- 
nants that enter the treatment 
plant, given the addition of 
L'Energia's discharge into the 
LRWU, will the LRWU be able 
to sufficiently treat and elimi- 
nate all contaminants before it 
enters the water supply? Will 
the Merrimack be regularly 
monitored and who will be 
monitoring the discharge lev- 
els? Is the City of Lowell ulti- 
mately liable if L'Energia 
exceeds the discharge limit and 
contaminates the Merrimack? 
Given the present situation 
with the sewer overflow dis- 
charges, the levels of bacteria, 
and the potential new source of 
contaminants, I believe it would 
be unfair to grant a permit 
without holding a public hear- 
ing to allow residents of sur- 
rounding and potentially 
impacted communities to voice 
their concerns and get all the 
facts. Water is a precious com- 
modity. We don’t have an inex- 
haustible supply and can’t 
afford to take it for granted. 
Just ask Tewksbury.

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We all know about the impor- 
tance of leadership when talk- 
ing about our relationship with 
Rover. All too often however, 
leadership is confused with 
dominance. Dominance is an 
aspect of leadership but being 
dominant is not the same as 
being a leader. Some compo- 
nents of dominance are who 
goes first, using body language 
in a dominant way, and initiat- 
ing and ending the interactions. 
Leadership is more complex 
and is only EARNED over 
time. It also has to be proven 
consistently. 

I can enter a home, project 
dominance and get a dog to 
respond to me very quickly, but 
I have no relationship with the 
dog so there is no leadership. 
Dogs, being the social animals 
that they are, are happiest and 
calmest when they feel they 
have fair, consistent leadership 
in their family/pack. 
Leadership is about the rela- 
tionship and there are three 
main components to human 
leadership with dogs. They are 
bonding, respect and trust. 

Bonding is the easiest aspect 
to leadership. We get dogs 
because we want to pet them, 
play with them, have fun and 
love them. This is the bonding 
part. Without the mutual love 
there will be no leadership. It 
would be a very unsatisfying 
relationship for both me and 
Rover without any fun or affec- 
tion. Things we do to strength- 
en our bonds are playing and 
swimming together, taking 
walks and going places togeth- 
er, cuddling, grooming and just 
spending quiet time petting, to 
name a few. While this is a vital 
part of our relationship, if it 
was the only component Rover 
would most likely be getting 
into trouble because it's only 
one aspect of the leadership 
equation. 

Respect is also mutual. 1 
respect Rover as a unique indi- 
vidual with amazing abilities. 
He has learned a lot in the 
three years we've lived together 
and he loves learning. I respect 
that he's a dog and can only 
look at the world from a canine 
point of view. He's not going to 
understand human speech, 
emotions, relationships, nor the 
complexities of our world. I 
also respect his ability to make 
decisions. I never force him to 
do anything. Most of the time 
he makes good decisions, but he 
sometimes makes mistakes.

Leadership 


Hmmm, come to think of it so 
do I. He communicates in a 
canine way. Part of respect is 
dealing with Rover on his level, 
not expecting him to be a four 
legged, furry person. 

He also respects me. He 
understands that I have rules 
and he doesn't challenge them 
or me.

Trust is the hardest but most 
important component to leader- 
ship with dogs. It's about being 
fair and being consistent over 
time. If there are multiple dogs, 
they all need to be treated the 
same, no favorites. People are 
consistent in their habits, but 
they're not always consistent 
with their rules or their rela- 
tionships. It's only through con- 
sistency over time that we gain 
Rover's lasting trust. 

Trust is also earned by mak- 
ing sure that all of Rover's 
needs are taken care of. He 
needs food, water, shelter, exer- 
cise, mental stimulation, fun, 
medical care and safety, Each 
of these are important for 
Rover's survival and well 
being. If I don't make sure that 
his needs are taken care of why 
would he trust me? Trust has to 


be earned. It's also important 
that we don't violate his trust. 

If we use our hands in any 
way that forces Rover to do, or 
not do something we violate 
trust. If we grab his collar’ to 
keep him from going through a 
door instead of teaching him to 
wait at the door we're not earn- 
ing his trust, but we are earn- 
ing his suspicion. If we force 
Rover to do anything instead of 
teaching him the right things to 
do, we violate his trust. 

We were sitting outside the 
other day and one of our neigh- 
bors came over. Rover loves her 
and she, I think, comes to see 
Rover as much as she comes to 
visit Cathy and me. Rover 
always gets excited to see her 
but instead of racing over to 
her; he came around next to me 
and sat. He made the decision 
on his own and got a happy 
"Good boy Rover, Great 
Decision!" When he doesn't 
know what to do I catch him 
looking to me for guidance, his 
look is asking me "what should 
I do?" When I show him what I 
expect and then praise him for 
doing the right thing I earn his 
trust. He trusts me enough to 
ask, in his own way, when he's 
unsure. 

I'm honored by Rover's trust. 
He goes with us on lessons

A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 


Boutwell: not just a street 
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Wilmington walks toward wellness 


Healthy coalition kicks off ‘Wilmington Walks’ 


Butler of Lowell, T

prosecute the impeachment of President Andrew Johnson. Seated, from left

In 1863, he was elected to 
Congress, and remained there 
until 1869. He was one of seven 
Congressmen who prosecuted 
President Andrew Johnson's 
impeachment ,in 1868. The 
impeachment failed by one vote 
in the Senate, 

When Ulysses S. Grant was 
elected president, he appointed 
Boutwell as Secretary of the 
Treasury, the first seat in the 

Cabinet. Boutwell reorganized 
the department, improved the 
bookkeeping systems of the cus- 
toms houses, and paid down the 
national debt. The Treasury 
Department took over the oper: 
ation of the U.S. Mint and 
implemented changes in cur: 
rency to prevent counterfeiting 

In the summer of 1869, two 
New York financiers, Jay Gould 
and James Fisk, tried to corner 
the gold market, But they need- 
ed someone to tip them off on 
government plans for selling 
gold. They turned to Grant's 
brother-in-law, Abel Corbin, 
who was able to convince the 
president to appoint Gen. 
Daniel Butterfield as assistant 
treasurer, And Butterfield, 
swayed by a $10,000 bribe, 
agreed to tip them off. 

Gould and Fisk began buying 
gold, raising the price. 
Boutwell figured out what was 
happening. Corbin sought to 
meet with Boutwell, but 
Boutwell refused. Corbin then 
alerted Gould that something 
was. amiss. After writing to 
Grant asking him to stop 
Boutwell, Corbin sent a 
telegram to Gould. It was sup- 
posed to say, “Letter delivered 
all right.” However, when the 
telegrapher copied it, he wrote, 
“Letter delivered. All right.” 
Gould intansified his gold buy- 


ing. 

But the letter caused Grant to 
smell a rat. He told Corbin to 
cut. his ties with Gould, but 
Corbin tipped him off and 
Gould started selling. Fisk, 
unaware of the tip-off, contin- 
ued buying. On Sept. 24, 1869, 
the price of gold was between 
$160 and $162. 

Grant authorized Boutwell to 
sell. $4 million worth of gold and 
buy the same amount in bonds. 
Boutwell sent a telegram to 

q Butterfield conveying the order. 
} When the news hit, the price of 
i gold went down to $133 in a 
! matter of minutes. 

Gould and Fisk managed to 
| bail out, but the scheme was 
‘ stopped. The move, though, 
caused a crash of the stock 
market and created financial 
woe for much of the country. An 
investigation was conducted, 
| but. the conspirators were able 


to avoid conviction, Grant’s 
reputation, though, was severe- 
ly tarnished. The scandal 
became known as “Black

dedicated the 9/11 Memorial in 
a moving tribute on the fourth 
anniversary of the attacks.

In recognition of the special 
place Tewksbury’s 9/11 
Memorial holds, it was recently 
given a cross, made out of iron, 
from the World Trade Center 
though it is not yet on display 

“We just felt that it was very 
important to keep this in front 
of our young people,” said Ryan 
when asked why the Committee 
we d so hard to build the 
memorial and why they contin 
ue to wholeheartedly support it 
We just can't ever forget about 
what happened that day 
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made its initial appearance in 
Tyler, TX and has been travel- 
ing all over the country ever 
since, spending approximately 
a week in each community.

www. themovingwall.org, “The 
Moving Wall is made out of alu- 
minum panels, having a surface 
painted with a _ two-part 
polyurethane gloss black which 
gives a mirror-like finish, 
mounted to angular aluminum 
frames.” 

The Moving Wall is 252.83 feet 
long, just more than half the 
length of its Washington inspi- 
ration, and it is made up of 74 
separate frames. The tallest 
point of The Moving Wall 
stands six-feet tall, and the 
tallest panels have 137 lines of 
names,

Volunteers are still needed for 
two-hour shifts around the 
clock.

Committee worked diligently to 
ensure the success of this 
event. MWWC member Mike 
Champoux explained, “This is a 
fundraised effort. There are no 
public funds coming in to sup- 
port this.”

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Part of that coordination 
between the towns is the cre- 
ation of a robust, official data- 
base that records resident com- 
plaints of odors. Its not enough 
for residents to only post on 
popular locally-based website 
TewksburyOdor.org or 
WilmingtonOdor.org. Both 
Erickson and Clement request 
that residents please also make 
a call to their local health offi- 
cial. 

“We would like to encourage 
(Wilmington residents) affect- 
ed by odors to call us here and 
report it,” said Erickson. “This 
is one of the initiatives that 
Tewksbury wanted to do and 
has me to take care of the 
Wilmington side of the town 
line. 1 would like people to call 
when there is an odor, as it hap- 
pens, noting the time and date - 
not a day later. We're looking 
for specific - as accurate as 
possible - data.” 

That data will be supplied to 
the combined database between 
the two towns. 

Clement began working with 
Tom Carbone, her predecessor 
as Tewksbury’s Director of 
Health and now the Health 
Director in Andover, and 
Erickson last year when the 
Tewksbury complaint calls 
really stepped up a notch in 
Tewksbury. 

“(Erickson's) been in with 
this since the beginning,” said 
Clement. “He's going to start 
keeping track, get the database 
going and streamline data col- 
lection.” 

Even more recently, Erickson 
learned that Krochmal Farm 
has another line of business 
affecting Wilmington. 

“We discovered that they have 
brought cows over to the 
Wilmington piece of the proper- 
ty,” said Erickson who looked 
into the various state and local 
regulations for the keeping of 
animals. “We found it was 
appropriate to ask (Krochmal 
Farms) to get a permit or 
remove the animals.” 

The nearly complete permit 
application from the farm own- 
ers arrived earlier this week. 

The cows require shelter, and 
there seems to be a shelter 
available on the property, but 
there does not appear to be a 
building permit to match that 
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shelter. Erickson acknowl- 
edges that the Conservation 
Commission and the building 
department may get involved 
during the permit process. Also 
considered part of the permit- 
ting process, Erickson expects 
an opportunity to inspect the 
farm with other appropriate 
representatives of the commu- 
nity including the Animal 
Control Officer, the building 
inspector, and possibly the 
Conservation Administrator to 
deal with wetlands issues. 

In the meantime, abutters will 
be notified of an upcoming pub- 
lic hearing, tentatively sched- 
uled for Tuesday, October 7, at 
5:30 pm. Any and all residents 
affected by or with an interest 
in the smell are welcome to 
attend the hearing. 

“Anyone who wishes to speak 
to the issue is welcome to do 
so,” said Erickson. “The Board 
of Health must weigh any infor- 
mation or input that is given by 
the applicant or anyone else 
attending the hearing.”

George said there are current- 
ly approximately 50 voters in 
Wilmington who are registered 
as Libertarians. Some of these 
voters were upset to learn at 
the polls last winter that their 
party was not recognized and 
they could not vote. In an 
attempt to prevent this from 
happening again, George sug- 
gests these voters come in to 
the Town Clerk’s office and 
complete a change of party 
form. 

Unenrolled might be an option 
for the voters that will consider 
changing designations. 
“Unenrolled is the new indepen- 
dent,” said George explaining 
that a registered voter that is 
Unenrolled will have the oppor- 
tunity in the primary to vote for 
any party of their choosing. 

“You have more opportunity 
of choice if you are 
Unenrolled,” explained George 
who added that nearly 9,000 
residents in Wilmington are 
registered as Unenrolled. 

Upon entering the polling sta- 
tions on Election Day, residents 
are given the ballot for the 
party they are registered for. 
Unenrolled voters will have to 
declare which ballot they want 
to vote on. Regardless of which 
party they declare for the pri- 
mary, they remain registered 
as Unenrolled. 

“Voting in the primary no 
longer changes your status,” 
said George.

Last year was a magical sea- 
son for the Wilmington High 
School boys’ soccer team for 
many reasons, First off the 
team finished with 13 wins and 
were crowned co-champs, the 
first Cape Ann League title in 
program history. 

On top of that, the team’s 
defense was impeccable. The 
Wildcats registered 11 shut 
outs, gave up just 13 goals in 19 
games and had the best goal 
keeper the program has ever 
seen in Vinny Papageorgiou. 

Today a handful of those play- 
ers from that season are gone, 
but a handful of them still 
remain, And those guys who 
femain would like nothing bet- 
ter than to keep the winning 
tradition alive and kicking, 
since the Wildcats have had a 
winning season in four of the 
last five years, including post- 
ing a combined record of 50-27- 
14 

“We are rebuilding a little but 
not to a ridiculous degree,” said 
head coach Steve Scanlon. “We 
have a nucleus of five or six 
kids who all saw a lot of playing 
time last year. We have a bunch 
of tenth graders who are good 
players. We are in a little bit of 
a rebuilding mode, but I do 
think we have the capability of 
sneaking up on some teams. 
We're hoping the team can 
come together and we'll go 
from there.” 

This year’s roster comprises 
of seven seniors, eleven juniors 
and five sophomores. Jon 
Spurr, Jason Periera and Colin 
Wilson are the tri-captains. 
Spurr is a versatile player, who 
will switch between midfield 
and forward. Pereira netted 
about ten goals last year, and 
Wilson has been inserted as the 
team's sweeper-back. 

The other returning seniors 
include midfielders Bobby Folk 
and Ryan Kennedy (also will 
see time as a forward) and 
defender Dylan Reed. Kenny 
Vassallo is a senior newcomer 
and will see time as a midfield- 
er. 

The junior class consists of 
striker Liam Gately, midfield- 
ers Caleb Rogers, Kevin

Flaherty, Mike Murphy and 
Jake Briere. On defense include 
Jimmy Marra, Colin Foley, 
Eric Murray, Lance Flaherty 
and Gott Saenchandi, as well as 
goalie Marty Bamberg. Gately, 
Kevin Flaherty and Saenchandi 
are all returning players. 

The talented sophomore 
group includes striker Andy 
Owens, who really has a nose 
for the net, midfielders Chris 
DiCecca and Nick Godzyk, 
defender Cam Garrant and 
back-up goalie John Malone. 

“We have a pretty good bal- 
ance with six or seven seniors, 
U1 juniors and five or six sopho- 
mores,” said Scanlon. “All of 
the tenth graders are good 
players, and so far they have 
stepped in and have logged 
good minutes. The Owens kid 
can score - I think he had over 
20 goals last year on the JV 
team (as a freshman).” 

Even though Scanlon lost a lot 
of talent, he says there are a 
few areas in which this year’s 
team could be better than last 
year’s. 

“Overall we are more versa- 
tile than we were last year,” 
said Scanlon. “We have a lot of 
kids who can play multiple 
positions. We have some great 
depth. I think we are fairly 
quick. We have speed; versatili- 
ty and depth and if we come 
together, the inexperience may 
not be such an issue. We don’t 
have great size though.” 

Up front the Wildcats could be 
dangerous with a handful of dif- 
ferent players who could find 
the back of the net, hopefully 
early and as often as possible. 

“We have some strikers who 


should be able to score some 
goals,” said Scanlon. “Pereira 
scored I think eight to ten goals 
last year and he’s capable of 
scoring about 18. He should be 
one of the marquee forwards in 
the league. Ryan Kennedy can 
score and Owens has been scor- 
ing in the preseason scrim- 
mages.” 

Wilmington has done very 
well in its scrimmages and play 
days beating teams like (some 
were 30 and 40 minute games) 
Braintree, Medford, Melrose, 
Methuen and Reading, while 
ending in ties with St. John’s 
Prep, Winchester and Billerica, 
and falling to only Westford 
Academy. 

While the team has been scor- 
ing often during the pre-season, 
it has also defended very well 
Scanlon said the midfield group 
would consist of Godzyk and 
Spurr as attacking midfielders, 
Briere and DiCecca as the 
defensive middies, and Folk 
and Kevin Flaherty as the out- 
side halfbacks. Rogers will be 
in the mix, with additional 
depth provided by Vassallo, 
Murphy with Gately and 
Kennedy at times. 

Behind the midfielders will be 
the backs. Wilson takes over as 
the sweeper-back. 

“He’s a smart player,” said 
Scanlon. “What he lacks in 
speed, he makes up for it with 
how he plays and his knowledge 
of the game.” 

Reed and Marra will split 
time as the  stopper-back. 
Saenchandi, who had a phe- 
nomenal freshman season log- 
ging almost every minute of the 
season, is coming back after

missing most of last year with a 
foot injury. He returns as a very 
good outside back, with terrific 
skill and a dynamite shot from 
both feet. He'll line up as one of 
the outside backs, with Garrant 
and Foley platooning on the 
other side. 

“The two of them (Garrant 
and Foley) are making mis- 
takes because they are inexpe- 
rienced but they are both solid 
players and will be fine once 
they get some experience under 
their belts,” said Scanlon. 

Murray and Lance Flaherty 
provide depth on defense. 

Lining up behind the defense, 
as the new goalie is Marty 
Bamberg, who is up from the 
JV team. 

“Marty looks good,” said 
Scanlon, “He's a_ typical 
Bamberg - he's very coura- 
geous.” Marty follows two of his 
older brothers, Joe and Peter 
who were members of previous 
WHS soccer teams. Joe was a 
goalie, and Peter was a mid- 
fielder. 

“Marty needs some more 
technical work, but he’s mak. 
ing the saves for us,” said 
Scanlon. “He's done a real good 
job for us.” 

Bamberg and the rest of the 
2008 Wildcat soccer squad 
opens the season on Monday 
with a road trip to Haverhill in 
one of three non-league games 
with fellow MVC teams 
Billerica and Tewksbury also 
on the schedule. The Wildcats

Being a three-sport athlete is 
pretty impressive. But being a 
part of three different league 
championship teams within a 
school year is very impres 
sive. Wilmington High School 
senior Jon Spurr knows all 
about that 

One of the captains on this 
year’s boys’ soccer team, 
Spurr can only hope that his 
senior sports year is as excit- 
ing and successful as it was a 
year ago. Last fall he scored 
about five goals helping the 
boys’ soccer team to its first 
Cape Ann League champi- 
onship. In the winter he came 
off the bench helping the boys’ 
basketball team win its sev- 
enth straight league title. And 
in the spring, he was a key 
contributor helping the base- 
ball team win its first league 
title. 

All in all, the three teams - 
soccer, basketball and base- 
ball — finished with an overall 
record of 4613-4, which 
included two wins in the post- 
season. 

“Yeah I have thought about 
it,” answered Spurr, on how 
rare it is to be a part of three 
league championship teams in 
one year. “For me, I know it 
was pretty great. But it was 
almost every team in the high 
school - football, boys’ soccer, 
basketball, hockey and base- 
ball - they all had great sea- 
sons, I didn’t play much on the 
basketball team but it was still 
very exciting to be a part of it 
I think it’s pretty awesome to 
be able to do that (in three 
sports). It’s really special.” 

Now this season will be 
much different. In soccer, 
there’s no more Vinny 
Papageorgiou - in basketball 
there’s no more Matt Bibeau, 
and in baseball there's no 
more Ernie Mello. So what's 
left on the soccer field for this 
2008 season” 

“I think we're going to be 
pretty good (in soccer),” he 
said. “We lost a lot of seniors 
but I still think we're going to 
be able to come back and be 
strong. We have some young 
guys who look really good, 
and we all just need to step it 
up.” 

Spurr joins Colin Wilson and 
Jason Pereira as the team’s 
captains. Spurr alternates 
between midfield and forward. 
He’s a very solid player, who 
has good skills, very good 
speed and is a big-time hus- 
tler. 

“Jon’s a three-sport athlete 
and easily the best athlete on 
the field (for us),” said head 
coach Steve Scanlon. “He's a 
good kid. He’s a hard worker, 
and he can play just about 
anywhere. He does anything 
asked of him. He’s a throw 
back kid. There’s no ego with 
him. He's big, he’s strong, he 
has a good shot and I can play 
him in multiple spots. And 
he’s a true leader.” 

Last year at this time, it was 
obvious that the Wildcat soc- 
cer team had a lot of talent 
Wilmington finished the regu- 
lar season with a 10-1-2 record 
in the Cape Ann League, los- 
ing to North Andover before 
coming from behind to defeat 
Masconomet in a game Spurr 
and his teammates will never 
forget. 

“That Masco game by far is 


a game I'll never forget,” he 
said. “The lights went off dur- 
ing the middle of the game. 
We were down 1-0 and Carlton 
Lentini tied it up and then 
Matt Figuerido scored the 
game winner. That win was 
special. It was definitely the 
best game I've ever been a 
part of, in any sport. When the 
season started, we all had 
Masconomet circled on our 
schedules because no previous

The Moving Wall is 252.83 feet 
long, just more than half the 
length of its Washington inspi- 
ration, and it is made up of 74 
separate frames. The tallest 
point of The Moving Wall 
stands six-feet tall, and the 
tallest panels have 137 lines of 
names.

One 
of the requirements for the visit 
is that there must be two people 
with The Wall at all times. 
Volunteers will ensure that The 
Wall remains lit, that no van- 
dalism occurs, and will assist 
visitors in looking for specific 
names on The Wall or to pro- 
vide materials for visitors to do 
rubbings of those names. 
Volunteers are still needed for 
two-hour shifts around the 
clock. 

The Moving Wall Wilmington 
Committee worked diligently to 
ensure the success of this 
event. MWWC member Mike 
Champoux explained, “This is a 
fundraised effort. There are no 
public funds coming in to sup- 
port this.” To that end, the 


MWWC is still selling t-shirts 
and dog-tag style key chains to 
help fund the Wall’s visit this 
month.

Part of that coordination 
between the towns is the cre- 
ation of a robust, official data- 
base that records resident com- 
plaints of odors.

shelter. Erickson acknowl- 
edges that the Conservation 
Commission and the building 
department may get involved 
during the permit process. Also 
considered part of the permit- 
ting process, Erickson expects 
an opportunity to inspect the 
farm with other appropriate 
representatives of the commu- 
nity including the Animal 
Control Officer, the building 
inspector, and possibly the 
Conservation Administrator to 
deal with wetlands issues.

George said there are current- 
ly approximately 50 voters in 
Wilmington who are registered 
as Libertarians. Some of these 
voters were upset to learn at 
the polls last winter that their 
party was not recognized and 
they could not vote. In an 
attempt to prevent this from 
happening again, George sug- 
gests these voters come in to 
the Town Clerk’s office and 
complete a change of party 
form. 

Unenrolled might be an option 
for the voters that will consider 
changing designations. 
“Unenrolled is the new indepen- 
dent,” said George explaining 
that a registered voter that is 
Unenrolled will have the oppor- 
tunity in the primary to vote for 
any party of their choosing.

It's been a great five-year run 
for the Wilmington High School 
girls’ soccer team, During the 
last five seasons, the Wildcats 
have reached the post season 
every year, have won two 
league titles and have a com- 
bined record of 62-34-11. 

With a little tweaking here 
and there, the ability to finish 
scoring chances, head coach 
Sue Hendee certainly things 
the successful five-year run can 
turn into a successful six-year 
run, 

“When we are playing well (in 
pre-season scrimmages), we 
are playing well as a team,” 
said Hendee, “But then when 
we don't play as a team we get 
disconnected. Scrimmages are 
hard anyway because I'm play- 
ing everyone and I'm trying to 
find different combinations. 
But with us I think it’s just a 
matter of how we come togeth- 
er. 

“We can define our weakness- 
es and have four days to prac- 
tice. | mean we're not going to 
correct them in four days, but it 
gives us a good start to work on 
them. At this point, I think 
we're in pretty decent shape. 
We have our problems to iron 
out, but I think we have the 
potential to do OK.” 

Last year’s team started off 
with a 1-3-2 record, before real- 
ly turning it on over the last 13 
games, going 7-4-2. That put the 
team into the state tournament, 
losing in the first round to 
Belmont for the second straight 
year. The Wildcats ended the 
season with an 8-7-4 record, but 
had seven shut outs, which is 
certainly attributed to the 
strong defense, 

This year Hendee hopes the 
defense is still rock solid, but is 
planning on changing up her 
style a bit going with a 4-42 
system, which is not foreign to 
her coaching style. 

“It's just to get more of an 
attack starting from the back,” 
said Hendee. 

The 4-4-2 is probably the most 
commonly used system and 
with this roster, it could work 
very well. Hendee has a very 
strong defender in Danielle 
Poleari and a host of solid 
defenders by her side. In the 
midfield is Charlotte Jensen, a 
very good player back for her 
fourth year. And up front are 
Brittney McLaughlin and 
Kaitlyn Sousa, two very good 
athletes, who are extremely 
quick and seem to work very 
well together. 

“Brittney and Kaitlyn are 
very aggressive and fast,” said 
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Hendee. “They are attacking 
like you should attack playing 
soccer. I really don’t have any 
pure shooters on the team. But 
we're creating a number of 
scoring chances but just don’t 
finishing them. I think part of it 
is being unlucky and then 
another part of it is not being 
in the right place. Given more 
time, I think we will improve on 
that.” 

The roster is very unique. The 
team is consisted of 23 players 
including seven seniors, 11 
juniors, no sophomores and 
five freshmen. Jensen is one of 
the three captains, joining fel- 
low midfielders Nicole Bockus 
and Lauren Nasiff. The other 
three seniors include forward 
Stephanie Benson and midfield- 
ers Liz Chin, Colleen Kennedy 
and Lisa Rooker, who also will 
see time as a forward. 

“Charlotte is always solid and 
she’s just a great playmaker 
and ball distributor,” said 
Hendee. “And she’s very good 
on restarts, Lauren Nasiff has 
stepped it up especially offen- 
sively. She has some real nice 
corner kicks. Liz Chin and 
Colleen Kennedy are the two 
outside midfielders and they 
both saw a lot of minutes last 
season. Colleen has improved 
quite a bit from last year and 
Chin has always been a solid 
player. 

“I think overall the junior 
class has really improved. They 
seemed to have gained a lot of 
confidence.” 

Besides McLaughlin, Souza 
and Polcari, the other return- 
ing juniors include midfielders 
Julie Braid, Kellyn C: 
and Allison Robbins, with 
defensive backs Ashley 
Gonzalez, Katelyn Hayes and 
Brianne Marra. And Jackie 
Zaremba returns as the start- 
ing keeper. 

“Jackie has improved quite a 
bit,” said Hendee. “She's more 
vocal, she communicates a lot 
more and she has really 
stepped it up on that level. She 
is quick off her line and she has 
done that very well so far. And 
she'll need to do that behind 
four defenders in front of her.” 

Michelle Parece is a junior 
and newcomer to the team. 
She'll see time as a midfielder. 
The five freshmen include for- 
wards Paige Bennett, Alexa 
Brown and Rachel Grabar, with 
defensive back Taylor Shelton 
and back-up goalie Maggie 
Brown.

Optimism 
running 
rampant

The last time the Wilmington 
High School boys cross country 
team finished with a 500 
record was in 2003 when the 
Wildcats completed a 5-5 sea- 
son. Since then, Wilmington 
has combined for an 11-34 
record. 

On Thursday, Wilmington 
opened the 2008 season with a 
home meet against the very 
powerful North Andover squad. 
Even though the Wildcats lost a 
few of its top runners from last 
yea 9 season, there's opti- 
mism that this year’s team 
could climb back to the .500 
mark. 

“We have 20 boys (and 22 for 
the girls team) and that’s the 
largest group (I've ever had) as

There's a lot to be said about 
being a runner. 
Besides it helping you stay in 
shape, there are all types of 
running, running strategies 
and styles. And obviously the 
hardest part of taking up the 
sport of running is physiologi- 
cally, trying to beat that oppo- 
nent and of course that clock. 
Wilmington High School 
senior Jimmy DiNuccio runs 
year round. A three-sport ath- 
lete, he performs on both the 
indoor and outdoor track 
teams, but is now spending his 
days as one of the captains of 
the boys cross country team. 
But for DiNuccio, these few 
fall months out on the cross- 
country courses are much dif- 
ferent than what he’s accus- 
tomed too. During this past 
winter season, he was crowned 
the 600-meter champion at the 
Cape Ann League champi- 
onship meet. 

Now six months later, those 
sprinting shoes have been put 
away. Now he is trekking at 
least five kilometers a day, 
with many longer runs mixed 
in. 

“I'm really not that good of a 
distance runner,” he said. “So 
I'm just hoping I can help keep 
everyone on track as a team.” 

While he thinks he may not 
be very good, veteran coach 
Tom Bradley counter acts that 
statement by saying that 
DiNuccio has been terrific 
progress, and will continue to 
do that 

“Jimmy is a bit of a miseast 
in cross country,” said 
Bradley. “He is a fabulous 400 
(meter) runner with long 
strides. He has been a very 
good runner for us. He (was

DiNuccio’s best time last 
year for 3.1 miles was 20:23, 
and he has a goal this season 
to get under 20 minutes. That’s 
a lot to ask for a kid who is 
used to running 400 and 600- 
meter intervals. 

“There really isn’t a big dif- 
ference but at the same time 
there really is a difference,” he 
said. “Sprinters usually have 
strong upper bodies, and dis- 
tance runners are usually 
scrawny. Overall it’s been 
totally different for me 
because I definitely feel more 
tired, especially in my legs. 
It’s tough.” 

The mental aspect is proba- 
bly the biggest hurdle to leap 
over. 

“It’s easier to push myself as 
a sprinter mostly because the 
race doesn't last as long,” he 
said. “But it’s much harder to 
push yourself in the distance 
races because now you're run- 
ning five kilometers and ten 
times harder than you would 
with the sprints.” 

Coming off his indoor league 
title in the 600, and then a 
third place finish in the 400 at 
the same meet during the 
spring, DiNuccio said that 
assistant track coach Joe 
Martiniello advised him not to 
return to the cross country 
team, instead to work on dif- 
ferent training exercises to 
keep up his sprinting form 
But DiNuccio thought other- 
wise. 

“I wanted to get the 
endurance,” he said. “I don't 
think it’s going to affect me. 
But I'm glad I'm on the team

Bradley said without that 
commitment back in 2005, he 
doesn’t want to think where the 
program would be without girls 
like Waring, Lyman and Natalie 
Russo. 


“Lauren is a charter member 
of turning the girls team 
around. Natalie Russo was the 
only girl signed up three years 
ago and it looked like we would 
not have a team,” said Bradley.

Waring also is a member of the 
indoor and outdoor track 
teams, participating in several 
events from the 600 to the hur- 
des to the two-mile, She’s also 
very busy off the cross-country 
courses and tracks.

I 
worked at my mother’s compa- 
ny and saw what they do and it 
really got me interested.

Until she decides to install

‘The Shawsheen Tech football 
team has established a tradi- 
tion of excellence in recent 
years, annually battling for the 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference Upper Division 
title, as well as winning the 
past two state Large School 
Vocational Championships, 
capping off last year’s 10-2 
record with a 27-14 win over 
Southeastern Regional in last 
year’s title game. 

With only three returning 
starters from last year’s team 
coming back to the Rams, it 
would appear there is a diffi- 
cult road ahead for the Rams if 
they hope to achieve the type of 
success they have become 
accustomed to. But Shawsheen 
coach Al Costabile is not buy- 
ing into the thought that this 
might be considered a rebuild- 
ing year for his young team. 

“We have very little varsity 
experience and we know it will 
be a big challenge this season,” 
Costabile said. “But we would 
like to think that we are at a 
point in the program where we 
have a lot of numbers, a great 
attitude and a winning tradi- 
tion, * 

“We are still hoping to play 
big November games this sea- 
son. We hope as the season 
goes on, we gain experience 
and that come November we 
are controlling our own des- 
tiny.” 

If the Rams are going to once 
again be playing meaningful 
games down the stretch they 
will have to do so without the 
services of two of their biggest 
offensive stars from last sea- 
son, as they have lost quarter- 
back Joe Gore of Wilmington 
to graduation’ while running 
back Chris Clark, who gained 
nearly 1,000 yards as just a 
sophomore last season has 
transferred to Billerica High. 

Gore and Clark are hardly 
the only two players missing 
from the Rams roster, which is 
why Costabile has changed his 
approach this year during pre- 
season practices, © 

“We have spent a tremendous 
amount of time just teaching 
basic fundamentals of foot- 
ball,” Costabile said. “We 
slowed things down quite a bit 
and ran a lot of reps with the 
offenses and three defenses 
trying to find the best players.” 

Despite having to pay more 
attention to detail in the begin- 
ning, Costabile is confident 
that his team is hitting their 
stride at the right time as they 
approach their season opener 
Saturday night at Tri-County 
Regional High School in 
Franklin. 

“We feel like by Saturday we 
will be ready,” Costabile said.

Sophomore nose guard Steve

Junior Bill Reynolds (5'9, 175) 
appears top have played him- 
self into a starting role at the 
center position after a strong 
pre season.

From military veterans to proud Americans, relatives to casual observers, ask anyone who has 
seen “The Moving Wall” in person, and they will all tell you the same thing - the fact that the struc- 
ture has the term ‘Moving’ in its name has nothing to do with its mobility. 


"The Moving Wall" is a half-size 
replica of the Washington, 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial, which 
has been touring the country for more 
than twenty years. The structure will 
make a stop in Wilmington, its last 
trip to Massachusetts this year, when 
it is displayed proudly on the 
Wilmington Town Common from Sept 


18 - 22, 2008

Veterans from across north-

The Moving Wall itself was 
created out of a desire to share 
the power pof the Vietnam 
Memorial Wall in 
Washinggton,, D.C, with those 
that could not ravel to D.C. to 
view it. 

According to the website 
“The Moving Wall”, in 1982 
John Devitt, a former heli- 
copter door gunner and Army 
veteran, visited Washington, 
DC for the dedication of the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial 
and to participate in the 
National Salute to Vietnam 
Veterans. This visit and experi- 
ence changed Devitt's life and 
led to the creation of the 
"Moving Wall," which has 
since moved millions of people. 

The Moving Wall was first

displayed in 1984 in Texas as 
part of the Tyler Rose Festival 

Just like the Wall in 
Washington, people began to 
leave mementos, so many, in 
fact, that Devitt has them 
shipped to a warehouse, and he 
writes that he hopes to build a 
museum to display the items, 
but for now concentrates on 
making sure the Moving Wall 
travels to as many cities as 
possible. Two structures of The 
Moving Wall now travel 
throughout the United States 
from April through November, 
spending about a week at each 
site. 

The Wall has frequently 
been described as "the most 
visited memorial in the coun 
try." Many report their first 
encounter with The Wall as an 
emotional experience. Various 
aspects of the design con 
tribute to the emotion, whether 
visitors are consciously aware 
of the connection or not 

Cimaglia has been working 
for awhile to bring the Wall to

Don Cheadle plays a great 
‘haracter in "Traitor," a look 
it the question of whether or 
not killing is ever justified. 

The movie gives audiences 
a glimpse into the lives of 
devout groups, and how their 
belief plays into conflicts both 
international and internal 

Cheadle is Samir, who was 
born in Sudan and now is an 
undercover agent for the 
United States. Samir's father 
was killed by a bomb, and we 
never learn exactly who was 
at the root of his father's 
murder. 

Samir, who is a Muslim, 
also works alongside terror- 
ists as a jihadist. He quotes 
from the Koran, and obvious- 
ly is driven by religion. But 
the question remains: Is 
Samir a double agent? To 
which side is he really loyal? 

We meet his colleagues in 
the Middle East as well as his 
coworkers in Chicago and 
other parts of the world. He 
works closely with an FBI 
counter ‘orism group that 
neludes 'y Pearce and 
Neal McDonough, who squab- 
ble about how the case should 
be handled; and a CIA agent 
played by Jeff Daniels who 
has a different perspective. 

The terrorist group with 


which Samir is aligned is 
skeptical about Samir's inten- 
tions, so he is forced to under- 
go beatings and brutal treat- 
ment in a prison so that his 
connections to the United 
Statesaren't revealed. 

Samir escapes from prison 
to train others in a bombing 
that takes several lives. 
Samir's bomb-making exper- 
tise and tactical know-how 
are crucial to the terrorists' 
campaigns. 

Cheadle is well-cast in this 
role, a sort of thinking-per- 
son's espionage movie. In 
addition, Said Tagmaoui is 
terrific as Samir's friend, 
Omar. 

This is a smart drama that 
echoes real-life headlines 
with its situations and loca- 
tions that take the audience 
all over the globe. 


“HAMLET 2” 
GRADE: ** 

For a comedy as ridiculous 
as ‘Hamlet 2’ to be a success 
(even the name makes no 
sense, considering the deaths 
of the characters in the origi- 
nal story ‘Hamlet’), every 
actor involves needs to be 
fully committed to the project 
- even if doing so makes them 
look like they should be com- 
mitted themselves - to an 
institution. 


Thankfully, everyone 
involved with this off-the-wall 
comedy believes in the mate- 
rial, and is happy to be a part 
of it. 

Hamlet 2, the hit of the 
2008 Sundance Film Festival, 
is an irreverent comedy cen- 
ters on one teacher’s 
overzealous quest to mount a 
high school musical. Steve 
Coogan plays Dana Marschz, 
a failed actor-turned-high- 
school drama _ teacher. 
Shortchanged in the talent 
department, Dana still har- 
bors ambitions and passions. 
At work, that is; his personal 
life, with his dissatisfied wife 
Brie (Catherine Keener of 
‘The 40-Year-Old Virgin’) and 
their boarder Gary (David 
Arquette of the ‘Scream’ 
movies), leaves much to be 
desired. 

At Tucson, AZ’s West Mesa 
High School, Dana sees him- 
self as an_ inspirational 
teacher. But his adaptations 
of popular films, as _per- 
formed by his top students 
Rand and Epiphany, are not 
resonating. When his latest, 
production, ‘Erin 
Brockovich’, is dismissed by 
the 9th grade drama critic 
and his department is target- 
ed for closure, Dana must 
reach deep into himself for 
creativity. 
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After much perspiration, 
he conceives a sequel to 
Shakespeare’s Hamlet, a 
musical-theater extravagan- 
za that will disdain both polit- 
ical correctness and dramat- 
ic credibility.
